Canada’s Farthest West _ 


Clayaquot Sound, one of the delightful spots of the West Coast, Vancouver Island. 


It seems hardly possible in these 
days of quick and easy travel, of 
competitive transportation, that 
there should be,a coast on Vancouver 
Island, with a seaboard of over 450 
miles that is practically unknown, 
And this in a temperate country. he- 
peeen the latitude of 45 deg. and 55 
ep. 

Fhe Canadian Pacific is the only 
line to send boats to ply. up and 
down this coast and they only call at 
the different ports every ten days or 
50. Otherwise these pioneer settlers 
have no connection with the outside 
world unless it be at the end of the 
Alberni’ Canal which is so far. the 
only point where the island railway 
meets the west coast. 

The west coast is more temperate 
than the cast; the average tempera- 
ture for January last year up Quat- 
sino Sound was 36 deg. Fahr. for 
August and 58 deg. Fahr. for Janu- 
ary. : 

The two industries that keep the 
west coast alive at all are fishing 
and logging, and all the big salmon- 
canning companies of British Colum-. 
bin have stations here. T : 
port of call is Port Renfrew, at the 
mouth of the San Juan River, and 
here the Defiance Packing Co. of 
Vaneodver put up 2,000 cases of sal- 
mon a day in the season. ‘Then up 
coast, past the Carmanah Light to 
Clo-oose, a great city with a popu- 
lation of about sixty whites and 
forty Indians, where the Nitinat 
Cannery turned out over 55,000 cases 
in 1917, 

Away back inland from these 
ports towers the great tine of moun- 
tains that stretch the whole length 
of the islend, and just here form 


the watershed of those three wide, 


rivers. the San Juan, the Sarita and 
the Nitinat. There are those who 
say—but whisper it low—that a

FARM HANDS TO 
GET $50 A MONTH 
DURING SUMMER 


The summer scale of wages for 
farm help will go into effect April 1. 
Men have been given work for the 
past two years at a prevailing rate of 
$35 per month, With board, but this 
will be raised to $50 per month for 
the spring and summer months. Spec- 
jal cases ard likely to be arranged for 
at either more or less, but the gen- 
eral wage will be fixed on that basis, 
which is considerably below the sum- 
mer rate last year, 

W. G. Paterson, superintendent of 
the government omployment bureau, 
points out that the rate of wages is 
not determined or controlled in any 
way by the employment department, 
which undertakes only to place men 
where wanted at whatever may be the 
going rates. It Was stated at the re 
cent employment service conference 
in Regina, which Mr. Paterson attend- 
ed, that the farmers throughout the 
west were proposing to offer a $50 
rate, and that will therefore be the 
wage to be quoted through the various 
bureaus of the department. 

“It is altogether a question of sup- 
and demand,” says Mr. Paterson. 
The farmers have told us they can- 
not atford to pay the high prices for 
labor which were in foree last year,

The land is good in patches but the 
clearing is very heey and there is 
much cedar-swamp. It is, the resi- 
dents say, one of the cheapest places 
in the world to live in, as nature 
provides most of the larder, 

Trout and Sflverchar in the 
streams and lakes inland, salmon, 
pilchard, herring, reck-cod, halibut 
skil, bass, etc, and every sort of 


shell-fish on the coast. Geese, 
grouse, duck, ptarmigan, snipe,

For heavier meat there is always 
the ubiquitous black-tailed deer, 
varied by bear-steak; and for trap. 
ping, wali, cougar, wolverine, lynx, 
coon, .beaver, fox, otter, mink and 
marten. 

There’ are enough wild berry 
fruits to provide jam all the year 
round, so all the old-timer buys from 
the store is -his sack of flour, sugar 
and tea. 

Between the Islands Vargas and 
Merres, past one of the most beau- 
tiful stretches of sandy beach on 
the Pacific ‘Coast (quite unknown), 
At Clayoquot. where the Union Fish- 
eries Co. are putting up a cold stor- 
age plant for a million fish, past 
Christie’s there is a Roman Catholic 
school for Indian children. 

At Ahousat there is another big 
Indian settlement and it is the cus- 
tom of the Indians to migrate with 
their entire families every year to 
Rivers Inlet on the mainland for tho 
salmon fishing. ' 

They are landed from the shin into 
their dug-onts with thelr children, 
their dogs and all the junk apper- 
taining thereto, stoves, stove-pipes, 
old hats, oilcloth, teapots dried sking 
and weapons of war.—H, G.-W.

Dear Sir, 
» LU wish to.express my views and ex- 
perience on what | consider one of 
the most valuable productions in this 
part of Alberta, namely, red clover, 

In the first place, in the spring of 
1905 we moved west from Wetaskiwin, 
settling on the north shore of Battle 
Lake, taking two bales of timothy and 
red clover hay, the sume being ship- 
ped here in an immigrant car from 
Iowa, U.S.A. and we fed the hay to a 
team of oxen in the brush where we 
homesteaded, and later in the spring 
we cleared and broke some land for a 
garden, The following year we had 
some stools of red clover in the gar- 
den. 


and worked the garden and the red 
clover continued to grow and spread, 
and later we put out gooseberries, cur- 
rants., and the Clover spread and grew 
rank enough to make at the rate of 
two tons of hay per acre. It seeded 
very heavily, s0 we saved some of the 
seed and have been growing it con- 
tinuously ever since. I have had it 
grow to the height of five feet. As 
most farmers know, when it gets two 
or three feet high, it spreads and un- 
less you have timothy to hold it up, it 
falls or spreads so it is difficult to har- 
yest. 

I have seen clover grow in Towa, 
Iiinois, Missouri and other clover 
states, but IT never saw a_ranker 
growth than here in Alberta. It is 
my Opinion that a clay gofl is prefer: 
able to a heavy loam for clover. 
Where we started it there was a 
growth of wild pea-vine and vetch, and 
the clover grew well without inocu- 
lation, but 1 think in most casey it 
{gy preferable to inoculate land where 
you seed to clover, by sowing or scat- 
tering dirt taken from land where 
clover is growing—or get commercial 
inoculation, 

T have experimented with alfalfa on 
the same kind of land without 
cess. It Brew and did not winter-lill, 
but grew very weak and spindling; 


in fact, it would not make one-fourth | 
as much hay as the clover, and as} 


nearly all farmers know, there is no 
crop as good us clover for soiling pur: 
poses and none better for feed 
than red clover. 

Clover puts land in the best possible 
condition for growing potatoes, veg- 
etableg aud all grains, and it is revlly 
strange to me that there is so little 
interest taken in growing this crop. 
It is my opinion that in ten years 
from *now clover will be a common 
crop (at least) on all clay soil farms, 
fn this part of Alberta, and these 
farms wil] increase in value in pro- 
portion to the acreage of ciover 
crown,

CLIMATE AND 
| THE WEATHER 


The following is a brief summary of 
a lecture by Professor S$. D, Killam, 
given before the Calgary ‘Trades and 
Labor Council, Saturday evening, Feb. 
Sth: 

The study of our climate and wei- 
ther is of vital interest as our occupa- 
tions, mode of living, and prosperity 
are al} dependent on the stute of the 
weather. The first weather bureau 
men were the astrologers, but since 
the invention of the barometer, ther: 
Inometer and other instruments used 
in recording the weather, a science of 
meteorology hus grown up. Super- 
stitions regarding the weather aré dis. 
appearing, and the reports of scien- 
tific meteorologists ure the basis of 
weather predictions. 

The three factors which are funda- 
mental in determining the state of the 
weather are temperature, pressure 
and moisture of the atmosphere. If 
these factors are known over a large 
area, the weather predictions are very 
accurate, 

The physical features of the earth's 


but one a permanent] surface and tbe form of the soil all 


have important effects on the changes 
of climate. Water his the property of 
conducting the heat of the sun to con- 
siderable depths and acts as a stor: 
age battery for heat. Places which 
are near lurge bodies of water have 
a more uhiform climate for this rea- 
son. On the other hand, loose sandy 
soils are poor conductors of heat and 
the heat of the sun is concentrated at 
the surface. In such areas there is 
found a great change between day and 
night temperatures, and between sum- 
mer and winter. ‘ 
) The height of the barometer at var- 
jous places gives an indication-of the 
direction from which the wind will 
| blow. In general the air currents ure 
from. high pressure areas to those of 
low pressure. Mountain ranges and 
other physical features are of local in- 
terest in determining the ® weather. 
Warin air currents from the Pacitic 
}ocean blowing over the Rocky Moun- 
| tains deposit their moisture on the 
western slopes, due to condensation 
at high cold altitudes, and when (hey 
pass ove the last range descend into 
Alberta as warm dry winds known as 
the Chinook. Similar winds are com- 
mon in Italy and India where there 
ire large mountain ranges. 
Meteorological stations located in 
all purts of the country send daily 
teports of the temperature, pressure, 
moisture, cloudiness, ete., to a cen- 
tral office, and from these reports the 
; Weather maps are constructed and the 
weather predictions made. 
One of the most interesting proh- 
lems of meteorology is that of the 
changes in the clinmte of a country. 
Contrary to many reports, we have no 
certain evidence of any change in the 
climate of the earth in the last 1000 
years, There seems to be some ev- 
idence of periodic fiuctuations which 
are of no value in weather predictions, 
Long time weather jffedictions are 
very uncertain for the present time, 
but with the establishment of nore 
stations from which reports are col- 
lected, the time is not far distant 
when the predictions will be more 
reliable and of the greaest value to

FLAMING COMET 
; MAY HIT EARTH 


Next June, if the calculations of an 
eminent British astronomer are cor- 
rect, this old earth is going to ex- 
perience a demonstration of fireworks 
that will make the late explosive war 
seem like a twenty-fourth of May in 
a village, says an eastern writér, 

The comet is now racing at awful 
speed towards the earth. 

Dr. A. C, D. Crommelin, of the Roy- 
al Observatory, Greenwich, England, | 
states that if this comet does not ac- 
tually bump into the earth, it is go- 
ing to come so close that the most 
marvellous pyrotechnic display in the 
history of man will result. 

Juno 26 next he sets as the decis- 
ive date. About that day. the large 
comet, Pons-Winnecke, travelling at 
the rate of threo hundred miles a 
second (from here to Calgary and 
back) will either have bumped into the 
earth or have swept by it in a stu- 
pendous' rush of flaming gases, molteh 
matter, rock, meteorites and dust. 

’ Prétessor C.'A. Chant, professor of 
astronomy at tha University of Tor- 
onto, does not deny Dr. Crommelin’s 
statement, Prof. Chant says that Dr. 


| Crommelin is a very eminent astron- 


omer, with one of the greatest ob- 
servatoriés in the world in which to 
make his calculations. 

Pons-Winnecke is one of twenty 
comets that run from the sun to Jup- 
iter. It makes the round trip once 
every five and three-quarter years. 

While our old earth ambles leisurely 
around the sun once a year at, the 
rate of only eighteen miles a-second, 
Pons-Winnecke | rushes 
route from the sun to Jupiter at the 
rate of about 300 miles a second. 

The “comet comes at intervals*that 
are irregular to the ‘earth's calm pas 
sage. It cuts across the earth's orbit 
at a different place each trip.: 

This trip, seys Dr. Crommelin, the 
comet is going to pass‘so close, the 
two orbits are going to intersect so 
nearly, that it will be nip and tuck 
whether they pass each other or have 
a collision. 

Pons-Winnecke, with a flaming head 
anda huge fiery tail, will become vis- 
ible to astronomers some time the end 
of this month. From then on, ue: 
cording to Dr. Crommelin, it will rap- 
idJy inerexse in visibility, until before 
June it will be clearly? visible to ithe 
naked eye. By which itime our :as- 
tronomers will ‘have had time to get 
their bearings and to warn us whether 
we ought to take out life insurance, 
dig deep dugouts under:our cellars or 
simply get ready for the next world. 

Professor Chant says hat there is 
a difference of fifteen degrees betwasn 
the planes of the -earth’s and .this 
comet’s orbits. This comet is sub- 
ject to deviation tn its course because 
of the “pull’’of Jupiter and other plan. 
etary bodies, and ‘until Pons-Winnecke 
comes into vie wand observations are 
made on its coursa, it cannot be defin- 
itely determined how close the two 
bodies will come. But Professor Chant 
assures us that we will have plenty 
of warning. 

By June next such diffeavences of 
opinion as to the terms to Germany, 
the question .of disarmament, will 
therefore be of little account. Pro- 
hibition and other sccial reforms will 
be easily enforced. War profiteers 
will anxiously bo distributing their 
gains. Capital will probably be mak- 
ing the most radical overtures ‘to la- 
bor. For, according to the astrono- 
mers, about that time the sky will be 
filled with a vast livid monster with 
a flaming tail behind it that will scare 
virtue into all mankind. 

How big it will be depends on how 
close it passes to us. What the di- 
mensions of Pons-Winnecke are is sup- 
posed to be composed of the flimsiest 
material, flaming gases with perhaps 
a core of molten solid in the head; the 
tail, thousands of miles long, being 
composed of gases trailing behind and 
bits of disintegrated solid matter, ! 
rocks, metal, dust, that have broken | 
free of the head of the comet and are 
pulled along after it in its mad, eter- 
nal rush through spaed, [

LIQUOR PLEBISCITE 
IS FAVORED BY THE 
CABINET AND LIB- 
ERAL MEMBERS 


A provincial plebiscite to allow the 
people of Alberta to say whether they 
wish direct and full government con- 
trol of the liquor traffic, or further! 
restrictive legislation to make the pro- 
vince “bone dry” will be submitted] 
to a vote in Alberta late next summer! 
or early in the fall. 

At the caucus of the government pri- 
‘vate members with the cabinet min- 
isters Wednesday night, this policy 
‘was briefly discussed and met with] 
ithe individual approbation of a huge 
amajority of the membors present. 

‘No vote or definite action on the 
‘plan, however, was taken for the rea- 
san that the major part of the time 
of ‘the caucus was put in discussing 
the ‘subject of aid to irrigation pro- 
jects. It was nearly midnight when 
the caucus, having settled the irriga- 
tion question, took up the subject of 
possidle government control of the 
sale of liquor along the lines of the 
British Columbia plan. Becauso of 
the physical condition of Promier 
Charles Stewart, following his recent 
operation for appendicitis, the mem- 
bers felt it was unfair to detain him 
longer at. the caucus and the meeting 
adjourned, to be summoned again in

BER CHALLENGED 
BY JAS. WEIR 


The legislature started out the 
week Monday afternoon by dividing 
itself over a decision of Speaker 
Pingle, an event novel and interesting 
enough in itself, but not necessarily 
indicative tilat the house was yet 
iu the mood for a genuine vote to 
terminate the budget debate which 
hag been dragging its course through 
the chamber for days aud nights past. 

Mr. Spéaker's ruling was challerg- 
ed by James Weir, Nanton, wlio took 
exception to a reference of H. J. Mont- 
‘gomery, Wetaskiwin, that the Non- 
Partisan League Had a connection 
with the United States organization, 
Famd demanded a retraction from Mr, 
Montgomery far a refieetion on the 
r Alberta organszation and the (wo non- 
Lpartisan members pf the: Rouse, (him: 
self und Mrs, McKinney.) 

Mr. Montgomery said he wus quite 
prepared to accept the explanation of 
Mr. Weir and stand corrected, which 
the speaker. decided was ‘sufficient, 
but Mr. Weir demanded a full retrac- 
tion and appéated the ruling of the 
chair. The appeal was lost by 2 vote 
of 32 to 10, Thereupon, after Mr. 
Montgomery had finished, the member 
for Nanton took the floor in the de- 
bate and briefly but warmly defended 
the Non-Partisan organization of Al- 
berta in a short review of its career, 
asserting that the “machine” and par- 
tisan methods of the two old parties 
were to blame for the organization 
which had no connection with that of 
Dakota. He disputed with Mr. Mont- 
gomery that the “propaganda — and 
movement” were dying out, citing the 
“independent” cifdnges in the legis- 
lature itself as an indication that 
the non-partisan barn was a good one 
to get under.” 

The member for Wetskiwin ino an 
able udvocetel oniunicipal 
school bourds, more efficient teachers 
in the rural schools, local control of 
school land sales, and amongst other 
matters, in the strongest terms urged 
the government to complete tha La- 
combe and Northwestern Railway 
from Rimbey to Edmonton, referring 
to the rich territory to be traversed 
west of Wetaskiwin and Leduc. 

Mr. Montgomery’ also attacked te 
present system of exclusive govern- 
ment employment Offices, making a 
plea for the return of private agen-
